The Science Bowl is a Jeopardy-like, highly competitive science academic event for
teams of either high school or middle school students. An elimination format will be
used in the regional competitions.

The winning team (5 students and 1 coach) of each regional competition qualifies to
compete in the annual U.S. Department of Energy’s in-person (or virtual, if necessary)
NATIONAL SCIENCE BOWL® on April 29— May 3, 2021 in Washington, DC. The
Department of Energy pays all expenses at the National competition.

Our goal is as broad a representation among schools as possible. Multiple teams
will likely only be accepted at the very end of the registration process should there
be sufficient volunteers. All teams from the same school must register and compete
in the same regional. We expect to be able to accommodate only 1t teams from a
school and possibly a few 2" teams.

In the NSB virtual format, the final number of participating teams will be based on
the host having sufficient volunteers. We cannot predict how many teams we will
ultimately accept, so register early!

» Teams will be approved by the regional coordinators to participate as soon as
we confirm sufficient volunteers

> In the off chance that other teams can be accepted (sufficient volunteers, drop
outs, etc.), additional teams will be contacted in the order they registered

Please take seriously your commitment to this activity. If your team is unable to
participate, please notify us as soon as possible so we can fill the empty slot with
another deserving school.

If you are entering multiple teams, please submit a registration form for each team.
The coach can be the same or different adult for each team. Coaches who are not
on the school’s faculty must have the principal’s written consent submitted to
and accepted by the National Science Bowl® office. Coaches can make changes to
the team members before and during the Saturday morning registration process,
but no changes are allowed following the morning registration or during the
competition. As stated earlier, ONLY THOSE STUDENTS WHO COMPETED ON THE
WINNING REGIONAL TEAM ARE ELIGIBLE TO COMPETE IN THE NATIONAL SCIENCE
BOWL®.

Coaches must REGISTER and SUBMIT their teams online beginning October 1, 2020,
at 9:00 AM Pacific time. Any information submitted earlier will be disregarded.
Coordinators will approve only “eligible” teams that demonstrate a good-faith
submission by including at least 4 students’ names and information. All participants
must have access to two Zoom-capable electronic devices such as a smart phone
and laptop.

Coaches (only) will be contacted via email regarding the competition format,
schedule, and all other necessary information. Make absolutely certain that the
coach is eligible per the NSB website and that their email is correct. While each
site's schedule will differ in details, the general schedule for each competition will
be:
